The House managers, in case a 
report is made this week, are not disposed 

to allow too much time to be consumed by 
debate, especially if a disagreement is re- 
ported on the vital differences between the 
two houses. Though the time will be lim- 
ited, it is the desire of the House mana- 
gers to give sufficient oppertunity for the 
leading House members to place their po- 
sitions squarely before the country. 

The absence of Speaker Crisp, who is 
expected on Tuesday unless the condition 
of his son does not improve, makes the 
business of the House pending the report 
from the conference problematic.. Tomor- 
row is suspension day, and Tuesday will.

The cere- 
mony would have taken place Saturday, 
but. for Mr. Richardson's absence from 
the city, and it was hoped to have Speaker 
Crisp’s name on the document, but the 
Speaker will not return from Georgia in 
time. No one but the President will sign 
the act and when he has done so, Mr. 
Rawlins will take charge of the pen which 
has made it a law. At first it was in- 
tended to have a solid-gold pen and holder,

THE CENSUS OFFICE. 


Operations for the Fiscal Year Ending 
June 30.

WASHINGTON, July 15.—The operations 
of the Census Office for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, are reviewed in detail in 
the report of Superintendent Wright. The 
total disbursements on account of the 
eleventh census to and including June 30, 
1894, amounted to $10,365,677. This was 
expended under different appropriations, as 
follo Expenses, eleventh census, 
$8,475, 49: farms, homes and mortgage 
statistics, $1,287,073; and printing, engrav- 
ing and binding, $603, 455. 

The total force receiving compensation 


at the end of the year was 672. It is ex- . 


pected this number will be reduced during 
the month so that the census work can 
be completed ready for the printer under 
the present appropriations. Small appro- 
priations will be necessary at the open- 
ing of Congress in December for printing 
and binding the final results and for con- 
tinuing a force of proof-readers and 16 
visers. The total number of printed 
pages of the census volumes is 22,206. 
Of this 19,440 pages of copy has been pre- 
pared, and the rest will be finished during 
the next few months, and under available 
appropriations. In accordance with the act 
approved April 21, 1894, an abstract of the 
census has been prepared, containing, 
however, only the results 80 far reached. 

A previous act called for a digest of 
the census, which Col. Wright considers 
unnecessary, and he recommends that Con- 
gress provide in some deficiency bill next 
December for dropping the digest and sub- 
stituting for it a second edition of the 
abstract, extending its size to 300 pages 
containing all essential totals, and co 
paring them with the tenth census totale 
The report concludes: 

In accordance with an act of Congress, 
I took charge of the Census Office October 
6, 1893. After examining the condition 
of the. eleventh census, I reported that by 
June 30, 1894, copy for all the volumes 
could be in hand except for parts of three 
reports relating to population, vital statige 
tics and farms and homes. This work 
has been carried on as far as it was con- 
templated at the time. The balance of 
the reports can be in copy in a very 
time, and under appropriations how a 
able. 

“In compiling. the eleventh census, the 
plan originally laid down by my predeces- 
sor that it would be a purely statistical 
census, has been adhered to, Provisions 
should be made for the permanent binding 
of the schedules to conform to the cus- 
toms of the past, for which I will at the 
proper time make the requisite recom- 
mendations.”’

FOOLING THE FISH. 

“There are many devices for ensnaring 
the gullible fish,” says a writer in the 
New York World. “William R. Lamb of 
East Greenwich, R. I., has invented and 
patented a new one. 

The principle of Mr. Lamb’s invention 
is to cause the fish to see himself in a 
mirror behind the bait, whereupon, imagin- 
ing that the bait is to be snapped up by 
another fish, he hastens to secure it himself, 
and the hook at the same time. At pres- 
ent there is no testimony as to the value 
of Mr. Lamb’s invention in practice. 

“The invention, according to the letters 
patent, comprises a mirror, preferably of 
a circular or oval form, attached to a fish 
line by means of a ring fast to the frame 
of the mirror. A horizontal arm extends a 
short distance in front of the mirror fast 
to the main line. A hook is made fast to 
the end of the branch line, so as to come 
about opposite the center of the mirror. 

“In using the apparatus a bait is put 

om the hook and let down into the water 
with the mirror, which acts as a sinker, 
until its lower edges touch the bottom: 

„In this position the fish, when approach- 
ing the bait, will see the reflection 


| of himself in a mirror. He will imagine 


another hun fish after the same bait, 
and will be made bolder by the supposed 
companionship and more eager to take 
the bait before his competitor seizes it— 
at least this is the theory of the inventor. 
The fish will lose his caution and take 
the bait with a recklessness that greatly 
increases the chances of his being caught 
on the hook. 

„The reflection of light from the mirror 
in the water will have, in some degree, 
the effect that the light torch has in some 
well-known kinds of fishing, of attracting

the mirror upon the bait will make it more 


conspicuous. 

“The mirror may be made in two parts 
and secured together at an angle, the one 
to the other, so as to have the effect of 
making two or more reflections of the 
same fish, and it may be made double, 
so as to reflect on two sides. It may also 
be made in the form of a triangle or 
square, with a mirror on each side and 
an arm with the hook and the bait before 


a cross, which would produce a multiplicity 
j of reflections. 

“All this is the allegation of the in- 
ventor.“

_The pacing bieyele sets a swift pace along 
the road, and the- racer rides just behind 
it. The first bicycle going swiftly forward 
reduces the air pressure on the 
hind, and by the aid of the resulting suc- 
tion the second bicycle is practically forced 
or drawn forward. 

The greater the amount of air displaced 
the greater will be the suction, and right 
here is where the great usefulness of the 
bicycle built for four is demonstrated.

Centrifugal Tar Separator—Piner than Beaten 


Decline in the Cost ot 
Ship-bullding. 


NEW. YORK, June 30.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) A useful machine has been 
put on the market for the expeditious 
purification of tar. Ordinary tar, as ex- 
tracted at the gas works, contains quite 
a large percentage of water, as much as 
16 per cent. or more. This must be ex- 
tracted before the tar is available for com- 
mercial use. The required separation will 
take place in the tar wells, owing to the 
difference of density, if sufficient time be 
given, but, as a rule, tar delivered from 
the gas works contains fully 7 or 8 per 
gent. of mechanically combined water. 
he principle on which the new machine 
works is the action of centrifugal force. 
The tar is heated to about 82 deg. Fahr., 
to reduce its viscosity, an is then con- 
veyed into the receiver of the machine by 
a pipe. The receiver is rapidly rotated, 
and the tar being heavier, is separated 
from the water, and urged against the 
walls of the receiver, mounting upward 
to the walls of the quickly-revolving ves- 
sel. The collecting. pipes are fixed near 
the rim of the separator; one of these 
is so placed that it collects the purified 
tar, while the other takes up the inner 
ring of water which has been left by the 
outward impulse of the heavier tar. It 
is stated that the separation is s0 com- 
plete that the purified tar contains only 1 
per cent. of water. The machine has to 
be stopped three times a day for cleaning. 
Any grit or dirt in the tar adheres to the 
wheels of the machine, and is removed by 
special scrapers, the operation taking about. 
half an hour, About 2800 gallons of tar 
are purified in a day’s work, four-horse

A True. Account of the Stoop Examiner’s | 
Trip to a Little-known Island— —

George F. Flavell, better known ‘as 
Clark, the trapper, one of the members of 
the sloop Examiner expedition, which left 
Yuma on the 24th of April for a trip down 
the Gulf of California, was in Los Angeles 
yesterday on his way North. He fully con- 
firms the murder of ex-Lieut. R. E. L. 
Robinson and J. Logan at Tiburon by the 
Ceris Indians about the 25th of May last. 

The story that the killing of the two 


in safety somewhere, took birth, he said, 

in the fertile brain of one D. K. Allen 

of Yuma, an alleged newspaper corre- 
because 


was not the first to obtain the full particu- 
lars of the tragedy himself. That this 
théory was ridiculous in the extreme. was 
self-evident, because nothing could have 
been. gained by it, for the e of gain 
or profitable sensation. 

The crew of the Examiner was composed 
of flve men; Charles Cowell, an ex-peniten- 
tiary guard of Yuma; J. Logan, a mifer; 
Morgan O’Brien, also a miner; R. E. L. 
‘Robinson, a newspaper aad magazine 
writer, and George F. Flavell, who was 
virtually in command. The sloop had been 
bulit in Yuma, and as there was but little 


capital among the explorers, t many 
makeshifts had to 96 


tain the sinews until the trip 
finally begun. As soon as launched the 
sloop had to be tied up on the California 
side of the Colorado to prevent seizure 
for 

Quite a while before the boat went down 
the river, Robinson and O’Brien went down 
ina skiff to the mouth of the Hardy, and 
camped there until the Examiner should 
overtake. them. This was done because 
Robinson had not been acting in entire 
accordance with the dictates of honesty, 
was afraid that if he remained longer 
within the jurisdiction of the United States 
it might result in his being deprived of 
his liberty. That the laws of meum and 
tuum did not bother the ex-lieutenant very 

tly is exemplified by the fact that he 
very coolly took à rifle from the armory 
of the N.G.A. at Yuma without permission, 
and carried it off with him to the mouth 
of the Hardy. 

When the “sloop” picked them up. dis- 
sensions became affairs of every-day oc- 
currence. Charles Cowell, who believed 
that he owned one-half of the boat, when 
in reality that half was Robinson’s, was 
quarreling with him all the time, and tell- 
ing the others that when they got to Angel 
de la Guardia, in the Gulf, he would put 
Robinson ashore and let him shift for him- 
sell. When Robinson heard this he 
cleaned and oiled his revolver, with the 
intention of shooting Cowell. At Angel de 
la Guardia they had a spat, and Robinson 
pulled out his gun. The matter was com- 
promised by Cowell himself leaving the 
Examiner and taking passage for 1 
on a Mexican pailebote. 

The four remaining 
well, and, with Cowell 
ceased. and. O’Brien were pas- 
sengers who had paid their fare by sup- 
plying a. quantity of provisions apiece, 

Robinson and ‘Flavell owned each a 
— interest in the boat. 
now set sail for Tiburon, where 
they met a party of thirty-eight Indians 
of which ten were squaws and children. 
In appearance they are not unlike the 
Cocopahs or Yumas, and they were all 
well-dressed. The meeting took place on 
a sandy shore, which was quite a distance 
from the mountains, the highest peak of 
which is over 3000 feet high. The moun- 
tains looked barren, but in the valleys 
earrizo grew in large quantities, showing 
that water is abundant. In the plains near 
the shore mesquit, paloverde, cactus, in

Protected by the arms of bis companions, 
who were to firé at any suspicious move- 
ment of the Indians, Flavell went ashore

The Ceris evening borrowed the 
Examiner’s skiff for the purpose of spear- 
ing turtles and a couple of them departed 
with it, never returning until daylight. 
Flavell, who had rowed the skiff to the 
beach, remained with the Ceris all “night | 
and saw them indulge in a dance, which 
he now believes must have been a. war- 
dance. He says that ‘their 
monotonous in the extreme and they would 
rattle off a line which to him sounded like: 
“Ceri konoko marinero.’’ He is now per- 
suaded that they sang that the Ceris would 
kill the sallors. 

Tiburon Island contains many black-tailed 
deer, called buros, a very large variety of 
the jack rabbit, whose peculiarity is an 
intensely white back, and numberless 
quail.

Their visit on board of the Ex- 
aminer had convinced them that many 
more good . worth having remained 
in the boat, their cupidity may have 
been the — ve for killing the. whole 
party. After the hunting party had been 
gone a couple of hours, during which time, 
owing to the character of the country, they 
could not have proceeded much more than 
a couple of miles, a shot was heard, soon 
followed by a fusillade in which no less 
than thirty reports were heard. The shoot- 
ing come mearer all the time and Flavell 
finally heard Logan call out: Oh, 
George!“ quite near. Then came a last 


| shot, and silence. The running man never 


came into view, owing to the character 
of the country, which was full of gullies; 
neither did any of the Indians, who ‘had 
accompanied the Americans, reappear. 

The Ceris on the beach were as much 
agitated as Flavell, but the headman tried 
to hoodwink the latter by saying that the 
hunters had killed a buro. His blandish- 
ments; however, had no effect on Flavell, 
who immediately went back to the Ex- 
aminer, hauled up the anchor and poled 
off into deep water. 

That was the last seen of the. Indians, 
and although the Examiner laid by for 
three days a few miles from the island, 
the two remaining men of the crew never 
| Saw a single buck. Flavell then imme- 
diately set sail for Guaymas, where he 
just as the had sprung a 
The murder was ‘reported to the United 
States Consul and the Mexican authori- 
ties, and an expedition was formed, 
order of Gov.

Flavell sold the Examiner and its con- 
tents for Mexican money, of which 
he handed $100 to O’Brien to allow him to. 
return to the United States. 

When the expedition left Guaymas by 


t-colonel, a. captain and two lieu- 
tenanta. They. landed on the island near 
the place of the murder, and followed 
the low shore for. a distance of ‘twenty- 
five miles, but never went inland at all. 
In the meantime the steamer sailed round 
the island, and picked up the soldiers 
twenty-five miles from where they had 
gone ashore. That is all there was of 
the expedition. Not an Indian was seen, 
nor could any signs of the murdered men 
be found. * 


which expressed a willingness to guide the 
troops to a Ceris camp, where he knew 
that there were Indians, but the colonel

Flavell is of the belief that there may 
be between 200 and 300 Indians on the 
island, but not more. The bucks he de- 
scribes as athletic fellows, but the squaws 
he saw were all middle-aged or old, and 
horrible of features. There are, accord- 
ing to what he was told by the Ceris, 
some six or seven camps or villages in 
the island, each ruled by a headman. 
The big chief is a half-breed. His mother 

was a girl named Casanova, whose rela- 
tives still live in Guaymas, where the 
story is well known. When a girl she 
was kidnaped by the Ceris from one of 
the ranches along the coast of Sonora and 
taken to the island. This was in former 
years occasionally done by these Indians.
